not only of Canada but of other coun- 
tries. In fact the curtailment of credit 
world wide. 

The best reply Canada can give to 
the criticisms is to say nothing but to 
go on paying the interest and take 
care of her obligations as they fall, 
Canada has only one thing to fear and 
that is the unreasonable curtailment 
of her credit in London, Such a re- 
version of policy would cause a calam- 
ity in any Community and would cause 
t! e trouble in Canada but it is not be- 
lieved or suggested that the bankers 
of London intend to take any drastl 
step. The demands for credit will! 
therefore be automatically reduced
